Justice Jackson' 
Presid en t Eisen hower will have to choose 
carefully to replace the quaities that had mad e 
the late Justice Robert J. Jackson a valuable 
mem ber of the U.S. Supreme Court. 
Yet. when he was appoin ted in 1941, a prom­ 
in en t sen ator said Jackson lacked the char­ 
acter, philosophy an d jud icial tem peram en t" 
to sit on the highest ben ch. Perhaps the sen ator 
was right, at the time. Perhaps Jackson was 
on e of the man y associate justices of the Su­ 
prem e Court who rose to the occasion . 
He acquired a reputation for lean in g toward 
the con servative poin t of view, although as U.S. 
attorn ey gen eral he had seemed in clin ed to 
lean in the opposite d irection . But he n ever be­ 
came over-cautious. 
He erupted with criticism again st at least 
two other members of the Supreme Court when 
he took exception .to their behavior. An d when 
he took a leave of absen ce to be chief U.S. 
prosecutor in the Nuremberg trials in 1946, he 
embraced a risin g n ew con cept of in tern ation il 
law that in furiates legalists. 
It is the con cept that men who start a war of 
aggression are in tern ation al crimin als who m ust 
be held accoun table for their misd eed s, espe­ 
cially if their crime again st human ity has been 
compoun d ed by brutality. 
The strict legalists argued then an d argue 
n ow that war is n ot m urd er on a mass scale 
when used as an in strumen t of n ation al policy; 
that there can be n o such thin g as a war crim­ 
in al, therefore, an d that n o on e can be held 
accoun table for d eath, d estruction an d atro­ 
cities. 


It is possible that Justice Jackson ’s stron gest 
bid for rem em bran ce will be his willin gn ess 
to accept moral law as a cod e f9r in tern ation al 
justice before legalists had foun d a way to set 
up in tern ation al laws.

The Fed eral Trad e Commission ’s belated fin d ­ 
in g of un lawful action in the coffee trad e comes 
at the en d of a lon g in vestigation .

Chairman James W. Sho cknessy 
struck back at statements contain­ 
ed in an audit prepared by the of­ 
fice of State Auditor James A. 
Rhodes, Republican candidate for 
g overnor. 
Last Friday, Rhodes demanded 
answers to a series of Questions 
about the continuing audit. One 
Question 
concerned Shock nessy’s 
earlier declaration that he was not 
a partner in the Columbus law 
¿rm of Shock nessy, Summers and 
Denton, as the audit stated. 
The audit claimed Shock nessv, a 
Columbus attorney, represents tw'o 
firms that wrote some 44 million 
dollars in insurance for turnpik e 
contractors. The firms are the 
Standard Accident Insurance Co. 
and the U. S. i idelity & Guaranty 
Co- 
Shock nessy released a letter to 
Martindale - Hubbell, publishers of 
the American Bar Assn. Law Lists 
Referring to the listed firm of 
Shock nessy, John Summers and 
Florence Denton with Howard M. 
Metzenbaum as associate, the let- 
ter said in part: 
'*• . . We are not partners . . . 
our association since 1946 with Mr. 
Summers has always been that of 
attorneys practicing in the same 
quarters under a common name 
sharing 
overhead 
expenses 
in 
ag reed proportions.'* 
Shock nessy said he had been in 
partnership with Miss Denton until 
Jan. 1 , 1953. 
The two insurance firms men­ 
tioned in the audit, Shock nessy 
said, “were occasional clients of 
Mr. Summers in the past . . .” 
Shock nessy said Summers de­ 
leted the names of the two insur­ 
ance firm sin proofs for the 1955 
law directory because Summers 
had not had any representations 
for either of them “in such a long 
while." 
Gov. Frank J- Lausche, Demo­ 
cratic nominee for a fifth term, 
has ig nored Rhodes’ demands for 
answers to questions on the audit 
and has defended Shock nessy as 
an honest and able public official. 
Shock nessy said the commis­ 
sion’s credit remains hig h and its 
securities 
attractive in finançai 
mark ets despite fears that they 
mig ht be affected adversely by the 
audit. The commission sold bonds 
to finance the 326 - million dollar 
toll road across northern Ohio.
